L Before filling in the application form, ihe candidates 
should consult the Notice and the Hides carefully to see if 
they arc eligible.

BEFORE SUBMITTING THE APPLICATION THE 
CANDIDATE MUST SELECT FINALLY FROM AMONG 
THE CENTRES GIVEN IN PARAGRAPH t OF THE 
NOTICE, THE PEACE AT WHICH HE WISHES TO 
APPEAR FOR THE EXAMINATION. 

Candidates should note that no request for change of centre 
will normally he granted. When a candidate, however, 
desires a change in centre from the one he had indicated in 
his application form for the Examination, he must send a 
letter iddrcs.sed to the Secretary, Union Public Service Com¬ 
mission by registered post, giving full justification as to why 
he desires a change in centre.
